Ar - OLOGESES ?*, born to his Father by 
a Grecian Concubine, aſcended the 
Throne of the Great Arſaces, not- 
withſtanding he had two Brothers lawfully be- 
gotten; but being a Prince of an enterpriſing 
Spirit, and exceedingly beloved by the People, 
the Eſtates of the Kingdom placed the Crown 
upon his Head, to prevent a civil War be- 
tween the two Brothers, who were forming 
Parties, and involving the whole Nation in 
Bloodſhed and Confufion to ſupport their Pre- 
tences. b But to make ſome Satisfaction for 
ſeizing upon the Sovereignty without Right, 
he inveſted Pacorus the elder Brother in the

Kingdom of Media, and Armenia, when ſub- 
dued, he promiſed to beſtow upon the younger 
Reef, AA nn ts 
Hates was at this time King of Adiabena, 
who (fays Foſephus) having gone off from the 
Religion of his Anceſtors, and turned Jew, 
became unacceptable to his People, who re- 
volted from him, and called in Abias the King 


of Arabia to their Aſſiſtance. This Defection 


was ſuppreſs'd, and the Arabian King was ſlain; 
but the Conſpirators, though they lay at the 


King's Mercy, reſolved not to ſubmit, but in 


a ſupplicatory Letter to Vologeſes, implored him 
to relieve them againſt the Tyranny of /zares, 
and take them under his own Protection, ap- 
pointing whom he thought fit of his own Na- 


tion to rule over them; for the King, they 


ſaid, was an Apoſtate from the Religion they 


were brought up in, and all the People hated 
him for it. The Parthian reſolved to uſe the 
Opportunity, and ſoon took Occaſion to quar- 
rel with 7zares. The firſt thing he did was 


to revoke all the Honours and Privileges con- 
ferred upon him by Artabanus III. threatning 


him at the ſame time with an immediate War, 


if he ſhould dare in any ſort to diſpute his Plea- 


| ſure, This Meſſage: gave Zzates a great deal 


of Trouble upon ſeveral Accounts. It would 


have been a mean thing he thought to be frigbt⸗ 


ed into a Reſignation of the Privileges he Was 
ſo duly poſſeſſed of, and had ſo well deferved'; 
and then he was well ſatisfied, that if he com- 
plied, it would be of little Service: So that 
upon full Conſideration he reſolved to commit 
all to Providence, and in a full Dependenee up- 
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nt Reign of 
on God's Aſſiſtance, he would caſt Life, Ho- 


nour and Fortune upon the Iſſue of a Battel. 

2 In this Determination he ſecured his Wives 
and his Children in a ſtrong Caſtle ; laid up 
great Magazines, and Stores of Corn, and other 
Neceſſaries in the beſt Forts he had; burnt and 
deſtroyed all the Forage and Hay round about 
him, and ſo ſtood firm, and in a Poſture to re- 
ceive the Enemy. Yologeſes had drawn toge- 
ther a mighty Army of Horſe and Foot, much 
ſooner than could have been ſuſpected, and 
pitched his Tents upon the Bank of a River that 
parts Adiabena from Media : Yates alſo encamp- 
ing not far from thence with a Body of about ſix 


thouſand Horſe. The Parthian King gave him 


to underſtand by a Meſſenger that he was now 


_ advancing againſt him with the whole Force 


of the Empire from Ba#ria to the Euphrates, 
to call him to an Account for his Ingratitude 
to his Maſter, and that it was not in the Power 
of the God he truſted in to ſave him. JTzates 
gave the Meſſenger this Reply; that he did nor 
pretend to anſwer him with Numbers, but that 
he was under the Protection of a God that was 


not to be controuled by any human Power. 


With this return he diſpatched away the He- 
rald, and proſtrating himſelf upon the Ground, 


his Head being covered with Aſhes, and him- 
ſelf, his Wives, and his Children faſting and 


Praying, he called upon God, ſaying, 
* Bleſſed Lord, whom never any Creature loved 
or ſerved in vain, vouchſafe in Mercy to look 
- down upon thy Servant, that hath now caſt him- 
ſelf upon thy almighty Power and infinite Good-

 * Vologeſes having promiſed the Throne of An. An- 


Armenia to his Brother Tiridates, waited an 


Var ſoon breaking out between the Armenians 


and Hiberians, fayoured his Deſign, the Oc- 
caſion of which it will be proper to explain in 


order to proceed regularly, and diſcover all the 
Incidents that deſerve mentioning, in order to 
illuſtrate this Prince's Reign. Pharaſmanes had 
for a long time been in Poſſeſſion of the Hiberian 
Throne; and his Brother Mithridates (as was 
obſerved before) was ſupported in the Kingdom 


of Armenia by the Romans. Pharaſmanes had 


a Son called Rhadamiſtus, of a handſome. pro- 


per Perſonage, and a manly Strength, but was 


Maſter of as much Cunning as his Father, and 
was much eſteemed: by the Populace, and in 


great Reputation among the neighbouring Na- 
tions. This young Prince began to think it

Opportunity to ſeize upon that Crown, and 


hard that ſo ſmall a Kingdom as Hiberia ſhould 
be kept from him any longer by an old Father; 
and Pharaſmanes obſerving in him a Deſire of 
reigning too early as he thought, and conſider- 
ing at the ſame time his own Age, and jealous of 
the Peoples Love towards the young Prince; in 
order to divert him, puts a Fancy into his Head 
of invading Armenia, which he faid he had 
given Mithridates Poſſeſſion of when the Par- 
Fhians were beaten out of it: But he told him 
that an Attempt of this Nature could never be 
carried on by Force, and that Artifice muſt be 
uſed in order to ſurpriſe him before he was pre- 
pared to make Oppoſition. Rhadamiſtus un- 
derſtood his Buſineſs; and pretending ſome 
Diſguſt at his Father's Court, as not being able 
to bear the ill Uſage of his Mother-in-law, 
goes immediately to his Uncle, who received 
him with all the Kindneſs and Tenderneſs as if 
he had been his Son; while by the Sweetneſs 
of his Behaviour and artful Addreſs, he had 
corrupted the chief of the Nobility, and en- 
gaged them, when there ſhould be Occaſion, 
to take up Arms in his Favour. Mithridates 
ignorant all this while of the Conſpiracy car- 
rying on in his own Court, entertained the 
young Prince with all imaginable Gallantry and 
Reſpect.” 0 yy FAR {EEE + 178 DIES eee ki 
'® Rhadamiſtus, upon «pretended Reconcilia- 
tion, returns to his Father, and acquaints him 
in What manner he had managed the Revolt; 
that every thing that was to be done privately 
waz diſpatched, and the reſt muſt be finiſned 
by Force. Pharaſinanes in the mean time pub- 
liſnes his Reaſons for proclaiming War, that 
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when he was engaged in a War againſt the 
King of Albania, and demanded Succours of 


the Romans, his Brother Mithridates oppoſed 


it; which Indignity and Affront he reſolved to 
reſent at the Expence of his utter Deſtruction. 
He immediately raiſed a great Army, and places

his Son at the Head of it; and by haſty Marches : 


he enters the Country of Armenia, and drove 
Mithridates before him out of the Field into 


the Caſtle Gorneas, ſtrongly ſituated, and gari- 
ſon'd by Roman Troops, commanded by the 


Prefect Cælius Pollio, and Caſperius the Cen- 
turion. Theſe Hiberians knew nothing of the 
Buſineſs of beſieging; and we (ſays Tacitus) 
_ underſtood the 'I'rade of War in Perfection. 
 KRbadamiſtus having in vain and with great Loſs 

endeavoured to inſult us, laid Siege to the 
Place; and finding he was unable to ſucceed by 
Force, attempted to corrupt the Governor 
Pallio, who he was told loved Money: The 
Centurion Caſperius detected the Deſign, and 
proteſted, that he would never conſent, that an 


Ally e Country given him by the 


Romans, ſhould be treacherouſly ſold for Mo- 
ney. But Pollio inſiſting upon the Number of 
the Enemies, and Rhadamiſtus declaring that he 
had poſitive Commands from his Father by no 
means to abandon the Place till he was Ma- 
ſter of it, Caſperius was at laſt prevailed upon 
to agree to a Ceſſation of Arms; and leſt the 
Place with a Deſign, that Een 
could not be induced to make Peace witl 
Mithridates,; to inform Titus Vinidius Quadra:

Caſperius being departed, and Pollio eaſed - 
of a Perſon who had always a watchful Eye | 
over him, began to perſuade: Mithridates to 

hearken' to Conditions of Peace, urging the 
Neceſſity of Brothers living amicably together: 

That Pharaſmanes was the elder, and had mar- 

- ried his Daughter to him, and that he was Fa- 
ther · in- law to Rhadamiſtus That the Hiberi, 
notwithſtanding they were ſuperior in Power, 
were willing to hearken to Peace; and that the 
Perfidiouſneſs of the Armenians was ſufficiently 
known: Thar Mithridates had no other Refuge 
but this Caſtle, deſtitute of Ammunition and 
military Stores, and therefore he had no Reaſon 
to diſpute whether he ought to accept the Con- 
ditions of Peace without Bloodſhed, than ha- 
zard all upon the Event of War. Mithridates 
came to no ſudden Reſolution, ſuſpecting the 
Integrity of the Prefect, for he had behaved 
lewdly and unlike a Man of Honour, having 
debauched one of the King's Miſtreſſes; be- 
ſides, he was an inſatiable Lover of Money, 
and would ſacrifice every thing to his Intereſt. 
Caſperius in the mean time applies to Pharaſ-- 
manes, and inſiſts ſtrenuouſly that the Heberi 
ſhould inſtantly abandon the Siege of Gorneas. - 

But the King entertaining him with doubtful 

Anſwers, yet with Civility and outward Re- 

ſpect, fent private Meſſengers to Rhadamiſtuß 

by all poſſible means to haſten the Aſſault. The 

Price of the Treaſon was advanced, and -Pollio 

ſecretly corrupring the Soldiers, perſuades them 

carneftly ro'demnfid a Peace, and threaten that 
they would give up the Fortreſs. Preſſed by 
this Neceſſity, Mithridates was obliged to

As he marched out Rhadamiſtus ran to him 
and embraced him, with all the Signs of out- 
ward Reſpect, calling him his Father- in- law 

and Father, and ſwore that he would uſe no 
Violence againſt him, neither by Sword nor 


by Poiſon: Then he led him into an adjacent 
Wooc, telling him, that he had provided a 


Sacrifice, that they might conclude and ratify 


the Peace in the Preſence of the Gods. It is 
a Cuſtom among thoſe Princes, that when they 
make an Alliance with one another to join their 


right Hands, and bind their Thumbs together 
ſo hard, that when the Blood is ready to ſtart 
out they prick them, and then ſuck each other's 


Blood; and an Alliance ſo confirmed is looked 


upon as ſacred. But the Perſon appointed to 
tie the Thumbs prerending to fall, catched 
hold of Mzithridates i Knees and threw him 


down: Upon this many running in bound him 
with Chains, and ſo led him away, which a- 
mong thoſe Nations is accounted the greateſt

and Oppreſſion, began to inſult and offered to 


ſtrike him, but others of better Underſtanding

them, he ask'd their Opinion, whether he 
ought not in Honour to revenge this Barbarity, 
and proſecute his Cauſe, Few among them 


7 ſnewed any Concern for the publick Credit 


and the Majority propoſed, that the ſafeſt Re- 
ſolutions at this Juncture were the beſt ; and 
agreed, that the Wickedneſs and Villany of fo- 


reign Nations made to their Advantage: That 


it was their Intereſt to promote Quarrels, and 


175 ſow the Seeds of publick Diſcord among them, 


as their Anceſtors formerly, under Pretence of 
Bounty, had beſtowed the Kingdom of Arme - 
nia ſometimes upon one, and then upon ano- 
ther, with no other View but to divide them, 
and ſo deſtroy them: That Rhadamiſtus might 
keep Poſſeſſion of a Kingdom he had got with 
ſo much Infamy, provided he became odious 
and diſagrecable to his People, which would 
more redound to the Roman Advantage, than 
if he was a Prince beloved by his Subjects, and 
had acquired a Kingdom with the beſt Right.

in his private Debauches. This Man gathered 


abour him the auxiliary Forces of the Provin- 
ces, as if he had a Deſign to recover Armenia 


but while he plundered his Friends more than

to retreat to Rhadamius; who ſo prevailed

308. in the Kingdom of Armenia, thought he could 
never have a fairer Opportunity of invading it, 
being a Country formerly poſſoſſed by his An- 
ceſtors, and now baſely ſeized by a Stranger and 
a Murderer. With this Deſign he raiſes a great 
Army, being reſolved to place his Brother 71. 
ridates upon the Throne, that none of his Fa- 
mily might be without Rule and Sovereignty. 
At the Approach of the Parthians the Hiberians 
fled out of the Country without ſtriking a 
Stroke, and the Cities of Artaxata and Tigra- 
nocerta ſubmitted: The Severity of the Win- 
ter, the Scarceneſs of Proviſion and military 
Stores, and a general Sickneſs, occaſioned; by 
theſe two Inconveniences, made Hologeſes deſiſt 
from any farther Attempts at preſent; whilſt 
 Rhadamiſius, taking the Advantage, enters Ar- 
menia deſtitute of Forces, carrying himſelf with 
greater Cruelty toward the Inhabitants, whom 
he looked upon and treated as Traitors, that 
would rebel whenever they had an Opportuni- 
ty; but the Armenians, though they had been 
accuſtomed to Slavery, could no longer en- 
"ſs Tyranny, and beſieged him in his Pa- 
ERbadamiſtus was forced to fly away on Horſe- 
back, and by that means ſaved himſelf and his 
Wife: The poor Lady was big with Child, 
and endured the Fatigue of the firſt Day's Jour- 
ney with becoming Patience; ſo much was ſhe 
afraid of falling into the Enemies Hands, and

dagogues? Others on the contrary ſaid, that it 
was better ſo, than that Claudius, old arid lazy 
as he was, ſhould be at the Head of the Army, 
who they were ſure would be entirely guided 


by Slaves. It is certain that the People were 


under fearful Apprehenſions upon the Account 
of the Parthian War; inſomuch, that Nero 


commanded the Vouth in the neighbouring 


Provinces to be muſtered, to ſupply the Legi-

nearer to Armenia; and enjoined the two 
old Kings Agrippa of Judæa, and Jocchus (or 
Antiochus) of Comagena, to haraſs the Par- 
thian Borders, and make Bridges over the Eu- 
Phrates.

Upon this it was reſolved, ſince nothing 
to the Purpoſe was tranſacted by Meſſengers to- 
bing the Peace, to appoint a Time 
and Place for an Interview. Tiridates inſiſted 
that he would come with, a thouſand Horſe 


for his Guard; but Corbulo might bring with ' 
him as many, and what ſort of Soldiers he 


pleaſed, provided they came without their Hel- 
mets and Cuiraſſes, becauſe it would be a Te- 
ſtimony of a Diſpoſition to Peace. This bar- 


barous Treachery was ſufficiently evident, eſ- 


pecially to an old experienced Captain; for a 
ſmall Number was limited on one part, and a 
greater allowed on the other, that the Treaſon 


might be the better effected; for to oppoſe un- 


armed Men againſt Horſemen, well diſciplined 


in the Uſe of their Arrows, would ſignify lit- 


tle, though the Number of the former were 


never ſo conſiderable. Vet Corbulo behaving 
as though he had not diſcovered the Treaſon, 
_ anſwered, that publick Affairs of that Conſe- 
quence would be better debated in the Face of 


both Armies; and for the Purpoſe he choſe a 
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Place, one part of which had an eaſy Aſcent 
proper for Battalions of Foot, the other ſtretch- 


ed out into a Plain convenient to draw out 


Troops of Horſe. When the Day came, Cor-

intercept a Conyoy of Proviſion that was com- 
ing to the Romans from the Sea of Pontus, and 
the City of Trapezus, moved haſtily off: But 
he failed in his Deſign upon the Proviſion, be-

cCauſe it paſſed over the Mountains that were 


poſſeſſed by Roman Gariſons. And Corbulo 
that he might not protract the War to no 
Purpoſe, and that the Armeniaus might be for- 
ced to defend their own, he prepared himſelf 


to attack their Gariſons. He firſt made choice 


of the ſtrongeſt Place in the Country to aſſault, 
called Holandum; but Places of inconſiderable 
Strength he committed to the Manag 
Cornelius Flaccus his Lieutenant, and

Capito his Quarter Maſter General. When he 
had ſurveyed the Works, and all 'Things were 
ready for an Aſſault, he encouraged his Soldi- 


ers to unkennel a vagrant Enemy, that were 


neither qualified for Peace nor War, but diſ- 
covered their Treachery and Cowardice by 
their Flight; and that now was the Time to 
rocure to themſelves Glory and Booty: Then 

Gor Parts: ſome he 
drew up cloſe under the Protection of a Teſtudo, 
to undermine. and beat down the Rampire 
others he ſet to ſcale the Walls; others to diſ- 
charge Firebrands and Darts out of warlike 
Engines. There was a Place likewiſe aſſigned 
to the Slingers and Stone-caſters, from whence 
they might caſt Bullets at a Diſtance, that the 
Beſieged being terrified on all ſides might ſend 
no Relief to thoſe that were on the Works. 
The Courage of the Beſiegers was ſo great, 
that the Walls were left "eb before a third 


r of the Day was ſpent: The Gates were 


roken down, the Walls ſcaled, all of a ma- 
ture Age were put to the Sword: The Romans 
loft not one Man, and had but very few wound- 
ed: The young and impotent were ſold for 
Slaves, and the reſt was free Plunder to the 
1 5 Pnrens The ſame good Fortune attended 
the Lieutenant and Camp Maſter General; 
three Gariſons were taken in one Day, the reſt 
through Fear, and by Conſent of the Inhabi- 


tants, were delivered up; and this Succeſs en- 


:couraged the Romans to ſet upon Artaxata, the 


capital City of the Kingdom. For this Pur- 


pole the Legions did not advance the nigheft 
Way, becauſe if they had paſſed the River A- 
raxes that waſhes the Walls by the Bridge, they 
might haye been attacked from the Walls, and 
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therefore they choſe to paſs at ſome Diſtance 
where the River was wider, and had conveni- 
ent Fords. FR Cog 3 
But Tiridates, 2 with Fear and 
Shame, leſt if he ſuffered the Place to be in- 
veſted, he ſhould not be able to relieve it; 
or if he attempted to prevent the Siege, he 
ſhould expoſe himſelf and his Cavalry to dan- 
gerous and difficult Places, reſolved at laſt 
to ſhew his Army in order of Battel, and 
have a Day appointed to engage, or un- 
der a Pretence of flying, draw the No- 
mans into an Ambuſh. For this rue he 
ſurrounded the Romans of a ſudden, of which 
Corbulo being aware, he ſo diſpoſed his Army 
that they might march and engage at the ſame 
time: On the right the third Legion advanced, 
on the left the ſixth, in the middle a ſelect 
Company was choſen out of the tenth; the 
Carriages were placed between the Ranks, and 
a thouſand Horſe in the Rear, with Orders to 
reſiſt and make Head againſt the Enemy if they 
advanced, but not to purſue them if they fled: 
The Archers on Foot and the reſt of the Horſe 
marched in the Wings, the left Wing being 
ſtretched out ſomewhat longer under the ſide 
of the Hills, that if the Enemy ſhould attack 
them they might be received both in Front and 
in the main Body. Tiridates on the other ſide 
with his Parthian Auxiliaries pretended to ad- 
vance briskly, but kept off beyond a Dart's. 
caſt; one while threatning, and then ſeeming 
to be afraid to try whether the Romans could 
open and break their Ranks, that he might ſet 
upon them with greater Advantage; but per- 
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ae Neigu aß, 
ceiving nothing out of order, and that the Ar- 
my ſtood firm (only one Captain of Horſe ad- 
vanced more raſhly than the reſt, and was flain 


with an Arrow, and whoſe Example had no 
other Effect than to confirm others in their 
Duty) the Night advancing, he retreated and

fidered with himſelf whether he ſhould march 


that Night to Artaxata, and lay Siege to it 
with light and unencumber'd Legions, ſuppoſing 
that Tiridates had retired thither; but his Scouts

a longer march, and it was unknown whether 
he had fled to the Medes or 41banians, he ſtays 


there till Day, ſending before a Party light- 
armed to inveſt the Place, and to form the 


Siege: But the Citizens threw open their 
Gates, and ſurrendered themſelves, and all that 
they had to the Romans, by which their Lives 
were ſaved. The City was burnt and razed to 
the Ground, becauſe it could not be kept with-. 
out a numerous Gariſon, by reaſon of the Ex- 
tent of the Walls; and our Forces were not 
ſo conſiderable, that they could leave there a 
Body of Men ſufficient, and at the fame time 
keep the Field; and if the City ſhould have 
been left entire and unguarded, the Romans 
would receive neither Honour nor Advantage 
from the Conqueſt of it. Some have reported 
that a Miracle was obſerved upon this Occa- 
fion 3 for ſo it happened, that whatever. was 
on the outſide of the City was illuminated hy 
the Sun, while all contained within the Walls 


Woas ſo ſuddenly darkned by a black Cloud, and

if the Will of the Gods was that the Place 
ſhould be deſtroyed. The Succeſs of this 
Armenian Expedition coming to Rome, Nero 
was ſaluted Emperor; Proceſſions were appoint- 
ed by Decree of the Senate; Statues and tri» _ 
umphal Arches were erected ;z the Conſulſhip - 
was continued to Nero, aud it was pu ra bt 
that the Day on which the Victory was gained, 
the Day the News was brought, and the Day 
wherein it was communicated to the Senate 
ſhould be kept Feſtival. Theſe extraordinary 
Honours, derived from the extravagant Flattery 
of the Senate, provoked Caius Caſſius a Senator 
to ſay, that if they were to give the Gods ſuch 
ſtated Thanks for ſo many Favours of Fortune, 
the whole Year would.not be ſufficient for the 
Solemnity of Proceſſions; therefore they ought 
to diſtinguiſh common from Holydays, that 
the Gods might be worſhiped, and at the ſame 
time the Buſineſs of this World not ob- 
” tre ² A eG im ra Oe own 
2 Corbulo, after he had razed the City of 
Artaxata, taking Advantage of the -preſent 
Conſternation, deſigned to make himſelf Ma- 
ſter of Tigranocerta, a noted City of Armenia 
the Greater, either by deſtroying it, to add to 
the Terror of his Name, or by ſparing it to 
gain a Reputation for his Clemency. Thither 
he directed his March, uſing no Hoſtility by 
the Way to expreſs his Intention of pardoning 
them; yet keeping upon his Guard, being ac- 
uainted with the inconſtant Humour of that 
cople, fearful in time of Danger, and when

and then ſet them on fire. As he paſſed by 


the Borders of the Mardi, a People well prac- 


tiſed in Robbery and Plundering, they attacked 
him, but when he ſet-upon them they retired 
to the Mountains for Defence. He ſent an Ar- 
my of Hiberians to chaſtiſe them, by that means 
puniſhing the audacious Attempts of the Enemy 
by the Blood of Strangers.

-  * Corbulo and his Army, though they ſuffered 
nothing in Battel from the Enemy, yer. were 
forced to ſtrive with Hunger, and the tireſome 


Fatigue of long Marches, having nothing to 


live upon but the Fleſh of Beaſts; bur all theſe 


Misfortunes, the want of Water, burning 


Hearts, and long Marches, became tolerable by 


the Patience of the General, who endured more 
Hardſhips than the meaneſt Soldier, till they 


came into a more fruitful Country, juſt after 
their Harveſt was over. The People had re- 
tired into two ſtrong Forts, one of which was 
taken by Storm, the other was beſieged and 
forced to ſurrender. From thence they march⸗ 
ed into the Country of the Taurantiang, Where

Arms near his Tent, and confeſſed upon Tor- 
ture his Deſigns and Accomplices; thy were 
convicted and put to death, for intending to 
aſſaſſinate him, under the Pretence of Friend- 


fhip. The Forces he had ſent to Tigranocerta 


ſoon returned, and informed him that the Inha- 
bitants were wholly at his Devotion, and had 
ſent him a Crown of Gold as a Teſtimony ot 
their Friendſhip, which he honourably receiv- 
ed, and took away none of their Privileges, 
that he might the eaſier keep them in Obedi- 
ae ee e elfres & mornin: Oy 4 oa 
* Notwithſtanding this Succeſs, ſome of the 
braveſt of their Youth had ſhut themſelves up 
in a Caſtle, called the King's Fort, which was 
not to be taken but by fighting; for they often 
made Sallies, and fought without the Walls; 
but being frequently repulſed by the Romans, 
the Place could hold out no longer, and it was 
taken by Storm. The Parthians being engag- 
ed in a War with the Hircanians, facilitated the 
Progreſs of Corbulo. Theſe People had ſent 
_ Embaſſadors to the Roman Emperor, ſolliciting 
his Alliance; boaſting at the ſame time that 
they had confined Hologeſes the Parthian King, 
to deſerve his Friendſhip. Upon the return 
of theſe Embaſſadors they conducted them with 
a jm Guard as far as the Perſian Gulph, leſt 
when they had paſſed the Euphrates they ſhould 
be ſurprized by an Ambuſh"of the Enemies; 
ſo that having eſcaped the Parthian Borders, 
they returned ſafe into their own Country.

the Kingdom of Armenia. At this time arriv- 
ed Tigranes, who was ſent by Nero to be King 
of that Country: He was a Cappadocian No- 
bleman, and Grandſon of King Archelaus, that 
had been a long time Hoſtage at Rome, which 


had broken the natural Vigor of his Mind, and 


made him ſervile to a Fault. When he came 
he was not received by general Conſent ; for 
fome contended for the Intereſt of the Arſacian 

Family ; ſome again out of Hatred to the Par- 


Zhian Pride, would rather receive a King from 
the Romans. Corbulo, to defend him in Poſſeſ- 


ſion, left him a thouſand legionary Soldiers, 
three Companies of Auxiliaries, and two Wings 


of Horfe ; and that he might with the leſs Dif- 
ficulty ſecure himſelf in his new Kingdom, he 


gave a part of his Frontiers to the neighbour- 
ing Princes, as a Reward for their Aſſiſtance in 


the Buſineſs of this Wa. 


4 Nero had diſpoſed of the 


The Parthian King (ſays Dis) hearing that 
Vero hac | Kin dom of Arme- 
nia, and that Tigranes was no ſooner in Poſſeſ- 


ſion, but he made an Inroad into the Country 


of Adiabena, ſent Monobazus the Adiabenian 
King, and Mone/es a Parthian Nobleman, with 


2 good Body of Troops into Armenia, he him- 
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elf with the reſt of his Army pretending to 


march into Syria againſt Corbulo. The Forces 
that invaded Armenia had the Adyanta 


Tigranes, and confined him within the Walls | 
of Tigranocerta, and ſhut him up; but they 


were ſo vigorouſly repulſed from the Walls by 


the Armenian and Roman Troops, that they de- 


ſpaired of Succeſs againſt the Town ; and Cor- 
ulo who was now Lieutenant of Syria in the 


room of Vinidius that was dead, had ſo diſpoſed 
his Army and his Gariſons for the Security of 


his Province, that Yologe/es was afraid to at- 


tack him, and doubted much of the Succeſs of 
this Expedition. Tacitus gives a different Ac- 


count in this manner. 


In the midft of theſe Tranſactions 7 ologeſes | 
the Parthian King being informed of Corbulo's 
Proceeding, that Tigranes a Foreigner had been 


impoſed upon the Kingdom of Armenia, and 


his Brother Tiridates expelled, to the great In- 
dignity and Contempt of the Blood of Arſaces, 


entertained ſome Thoughts of revenging the 
Affront; bur reflecting upon the Greatneſs of 


the Romans, and the Alliance preſerved between 


the two People; beſides being naturally, low, 


and conſidering that the Hircanians, a power- 


ful Nation, had involved him in a troubleſome 
War, he began to flacken in his Reſolation. 


But as he wavered-under this Uncertainty, he 


was more exaſperated by the Intelligence he re- 


ccived of a freſh Provocation; for Tigranes had 
led his Army out of Armenia, and made Incur- 


ſions in the Country of Adiabena, a neighbour- 


ing Province. The Nobility ' of the Nation 


highly reſented this Affront; for they ſaid they 
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vere not ſpoiled and plundered by a Roman Ge- 


neral,. but by the Inſolence of an Hoſtage, who 
had lived ſo many. Years among Slaves. Beſides, 
his Concern was the more raiſed by Monobazus, 
Who had the Government of the Adiabeni, who 
demanded of him where or to whom they 
muſt apply for Protection; urging, that Ar- 
minenia was already in the Enemies Hands; that 
they ſhould be ſwallowed up next, and unleſs 
the Parthians would exert themſelves in their De- 
fence, thoſe who yielded to the Romans would be 
treated with more Favour than ſuch as ſtood 
out and were compelled. On the other fide, 
iridates deprived of his Kingdom, by his Si- 
lence, ſeemed to complain to reproach 
him: That great ee are not to be ſup-

Without all doubt the War was 
deferred by Conſent, to prevent Hologeſes from 
engaging with Corbulo, who was unwilling to 
long acquiring. As I related before he had 
ſent for a ſpecial Governor to defend Armenia, 
and now he received Adviſe that Ceſennius 
Pætus was diſpatched in that Quality, and by 
that time mult be arrived. The Army there- 


fore was divided into two Parts; the fourth and 


twelfth Legion, and the fifth lately come from 
Maſia, and the auxiliary Troops of Pontus, 
Cappdocia and Galatia,. were to obey Pætus; 
the third, the ſixth, and tenth Legions, and 
the old Syrian Troops. were to continue with 
Corbulo ; the reſt they were to unite or divide 
as Occaſion required.

In the mean time the Embaſſadors of Yo- 
logeſes returned from Rome without obtaining 
their Point; and the Parihians broke out into 
open War. Pætus, without farther Conſide- 
ration enters Armenia with two Legions, the 
fourth commanded by Famiſulanus Vectonianus, 
and the twelfth by Calavius Sabinus. There 
happened an ominous Preſage at his firſt ſet- 
ting out; for having made — over the 
Eupbrates without any manner of Cauſe, the 
Horſe'that bore the conſulary Ornaments fled 
back and ran away; the Victim fled from the 
Altar in the Moment it ſhould have been ſacri - 
ficed, and left the Ceremony imperfect, and 
the Javelins and Darts of the Soldiers were on 
fire; a Prodigy the more to be obſerved upon 
the Account of the Parthians, who always 
fought with miſſive Weapons. 
d But Pætus no ways affected by theſe omi- 
nous Preſages, without ever ſecuring his Win 
ter Camp, or laying up Store of Proviſion, 
paſſes Mount Taurus with all Expedition; pre- 
rending, that he would retake Tigranocerta, and 
plunder the Countries which Corbulo had left 
untouched.

While theſe Things were in Agitation, 
Pætus flung a Bridge over the River Arſania, 

which ran by the Roman Camp, under pretence 
of marching over it; but this was done at the 
Command of the Parthians, as a Token of 
their Victory, it being of no Uſe to them, and 
the Romans went out another Way. A Ru- 
mour was diſperſed that the 2 had paſſed 
ſab jugum, and ſuffered many other Indignities; 
for the Armenians entered the Camp before 
they broke up, ſeized. the Avenues, and ſtop- 
ped upon the Road all the Horſes or Slaves 
which had been taken from them: They ſtrip'd 
the Roman Soldiers, took away their Arms, 
not daring to murmur, for fear of creating a 
new Quarrel. Vologeſes made a ſort of 'Fro- 

phy of the Arms and Trunks of the Slain as a 
Monument of his Victory, withdrew himſelf 
from the View of the Roman Legions to diſ- 
cover his Modeſty, after he had glutted his 
Pride, and paſſed the River Arſania upon an 
EN with his Nobility on Horſeback, 
which was cauſed by a Report that the Ro- 
mans had not made the Bridge firm enough ; 
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but thoſe who went over it experienced the 
contrary. e ee e Hs gs

This diſhonourable Treaty was not forced 


for want of Proviſion, of which the Roman 
Soldiers burnt great Quantity upon their leav- 


ing the Place; whereas the Enemy wanted both 
Men and Forage, and were upon the Point of 
drawing off, as Corbulo declared after, who was 
not then above the Diſtance of three Days 
march. He added farther, that Yologe/es. had 
obliged Pætus to ſwear upon the Eagles and the 
Roman Standards in the Preſence of the Par- 
thians, that the Roman Troops ſhould not en- 
ter Armenia till an Anſwer ſhould return from 


the Emperor whether he conſented to the Ar- 


ticles. This is added to aggravate and render 
the Matter more ſcandalous ; but moſt certain 
it is, that Pætus in one OY retired above forty 
Miles, abandoning the diſabled Men every 
where, an Act no leſs infamous than if he had 
turned his Back in Bartel. Corbulo, with his 
Army, met him on the Banks of the Euphrates, 
without diſplaying his Enſigns and Arms, to 
ayoid reproaching him with his Misfortunes. 
The Soldiers were deeply affected with the 


Diſgrace of their old Companions, and ſhed ſo 


many Tears, that they could not mutually ſa- 
lute each other; The preſent Calamity had 


ſtifled all Senſe of Honour and Glory, and 
only Compaſſion remained for their Calami-

ſure, had beſtowed that on the Parthians, not 
without ſome Diſhonour to the Romans: That 
he had 2 at firſt Tigranes whom he had 
kept beſieę 


beſieged, and after that Pætus, with two 
of the Romans Legions, when it was in his 

Power to have deſtroyed them. His Strength 
had been ſufficiently tried, and now he gave 
Teſtimonies of his Clemency, that Tiridates 
Would not refuſe to come to Rome to receive 
his Diadem, if he were not detained by the 
Religion of his Prieſthood: That he would 
go in Perſon to render this Honour to the I- 
mage of the Emperor and the Roman Eagles, 
and begin his Reign in the Preſence of the Le- 


Zlons. 


»The Letters of Pætus not agreeing with 
this kind of Repreſentation, he having given 
an Account that all was entire as before, the 
Centurion who attended the Embaſſadors was 
asked how the Affairs ſtood. He replied, the 
Romans were driven out of Armenia. The In- 
ſolence of this barbarous People, who came 
now to demand as a Right what they had ſeized 
by Force, obliged Nero to aſſemble the princi- 
pal Men of Rome to take Advice in this Mat- 
ter; and all of them concluded that a dubious 
War ought to be preferred to ſuch a ſcandalous 
Peace; and it was reſolyed to put the Conduct 
of it into the Hands of Corbulo, who had a 
long Experience of the Army and the Enemy. 
The Embaſſadors were preſented and ſent back, 
being flattered with Hopes, that if Tiridates 
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ſhould come in Perſon to ask the Cn o 


Armenia, he ſhould obtain it. In the mean 
time the Adminiſtration of. Syria was given to 


Cincius (or Ceſius Gallus, according to Jeſepbus)

had been often fortunate in War, and the Par- 
thians not unfortunate, which ought to be a 
Leſſon to both Parties, not to be too much 
elated with Succeſs: That it was the Intereſt 
of Tiridates not to make Devaſtation of a Coun- 
try which he hoped to enjoy, and of Yologeſes 
to preſerve the Friendſhip of the Emperor,

were to cover the dead Bodies of thoſe unfor- 


tunately killed in the Defeat. Upon the Day 
appointed, Tiberius Alexander an illuſtrious Ro- 
man Knight, and Annius Vivianus Son-in-law 


of Corbulo, who had not yet attained the Age 
of Senator, then Commander of the fifth Le- 


gion, came to the Camp of Tridates in an ho- 


nourable manner, to remain his Pledge and Aſ- 


ſurance for the Obſervation of all Agreements:

nours ſhould be paid to him at Rome as to 
the Conſuls. This barbarous Prince, ufed to 
the manner of treating Captives and Slaves in 
War, did not know that the Romans, content 
with Empire, deſpiſe all the reſt as a vain Oſten- 


tation. | „ | 
The Succeſs of this Negotiation was im- 


mediately tranſmitted to Rome by Corbulo ; 
and Nero was ſo tranſported with the Glo- 


ry of placing a Diadem on the Head of Ti- 
ridates, that he ordered a Medal to be ſtruck 
with this Inſcription, Nero Div. Claud. Cæſa- 
ris Armeniac. Yet notwithſtanding ſo much 
Honour and fo many Conqueſts were added to 
the Roman Empire by the Victories and the 


Exploits of Corbulo, he was ſome time after 
ſent for Home by this ſame Emperor (who had 


often called him his Father, and his Benefactor) 
and barbarouſly put to death by his Order at 
Cenchree, out of Jealouſy, as if he were the 
fitteſt Perſon to manage the Government of the 
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tient Cuſtoms. * The next Morning Tiridates 
deſired time to take Leave of his Mother and 
Brothers before he undertook ſo long a Voy- 
age, and left his Daughter as an Hoſtage, with 
ſome Letters full of Reſpect addreſſed to the 
Emperor. He found Pacorus in Media; and 
the Parthian King was keeping his Court at

World. Thus fell the brave Corbulo, ſays the 
Hiſtorian, who had reſtrained the Violence of 
the Germans, ſubdued Armenia, broken the Par- 
thian Spirits, and brought the Line of Arſaces 


on their Knees before Nero. 


The Preparations for this extraordinary 


540. 321, Journey were two whole Years in getting rea- 


dy; the Circumſtances of it, and the pompous 


Reception of this foreign Prince by Nero, are 


particularly recited by Dio Caſſius, abridged by 
Xiphilin in this manner. The Conſulſhip, ſays 


the Hiftorian, of Caius Telefinus and Suetonius 


Paulinus was remarkable for two Events, where- 


of one was very honourable to the Empire, and 


the other very diſgraceful : Nero ſung and play'd 


upon the Harp in publick, and after he had. 


won the Prize, was crowned with the Applauſes 
of all rhe People: Then he drove Chariots in 
the Circus. The other Event is the Journey of 
Tiridates to Rome, whither he brought not 


only his own Children, but alſo thoſe of Volo- 


geſes, Pacorus and Monobaſus, and to which he 


Was conducted from the Banks of the Euphrates, 


with all the Pomp and Magnificence of a Tri- 


umph. He was remarkable among other Things 


for the Advantage of his Stature, and his good 
Mien, which wonderfully added to the Splen- 
dor of his Race, and the Reputation of his 
Wiſdom: The Grandeur of his Train, and 


the Sumptuouſneſs of his Equipage, anſwered: 
to the Eminence of his Dignity: He was fol- 


lowed by three thouſand Parthians on Horſe- 
back, beſides a great Number of Romans who 
were mixed with them: The Cities through 


which he paſſed were ſplendidly adorned, and

Tiridates made all this Journey on Horſe- 
back as far as Italy, and the Queen his Wife 
with him on Horſeback likewiſe, wearing a 
Golden Helmet, thar ſhe might not. ſhew her 
Face, according to the Cuſtom of her Coun- 
try.

with Soldiers in poliſhed Armor: The Tops of 
the Houſes were covered with People : Nero 


entered into the publick Place at break of Day, 
clothed in a purple Robe that was fit for the 


Ceremony of a Triumph, followed by the Se- 


nate, and encompaſſed with his Guards, aſcend- 


ed a Throne, and ſate down in the chief Seat. 
Afterwards Tiridates and thoſe of his Retinue 
paſſed through the midſt of the Guards that 
lin'd the Paſſage to the Throne; and when 


they were come underneath the Throne they 


laid themſelves proſtrate, as they had done the 


firſt time to adore the Emperor. Then there 


aroſe a great Noiſe, at which Tiridates was ſo 
aſtoniſhed, that his Speech failed him, and he 
thought himſelf loſt. Nevertheleſs, as ſoon as 


Silence was commanded he took Courage, and 


conſtraining his natural Pride to ſubmit to the 
Neceſſity of the Time, be reſolved to make 
choice of a Stile unworthy of his Greatneſs, 
provided it might contribute to the obtaining 
what he deſired. He ſpoke in theſe Terms: 
Jam proud, my Lord, to become your Slave, 
even I, who am of the Line of Arſaces, and Bro- 
ther to the Kings Vologeſes and Pacorus: I am 


come hither to adore you, and to pay you the ſame 


Veneration which I render to the God Mithra : My- 


Deſtiny is ſuch as you ſhallpleaſe to afford me, and 


my whole Fortune depends entirely upon you. Nero 
made him the following Anſwer: Jou have done 


extremely well to come hither to viſit me. You 
hall receive from my Liberality ſuch Gifts as your 


Father could not leave you, and of which your 
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Brother could not ſecure you the Poſſeſſion. I make 


you King of Armenia, to inſtruct both you and 
them that I have Power to give and to take away 
Kingdoms, After that. he commanded him to 
_ aſcend the Steps of the Throne, and ro fit down 
upon a Seat which had been; prepared. for him. 


hen he was fate at the Feet of Nero he re- 


ceived the Diadem from his Hand, with the 


Acclamations of all the People: Which done, 
there was a great Aſſembly at the Theatre of 


Pompey by order of the Senate. Not only the 
Scene, but all the inſide of the Theatre, and 
every Body that came into it were covered with 
Sold, which made that Day be called 'The 
Golden Day : The Covering which was ſpread 
over it, to defend the Spectators from the Heat 
of the Sun, was adorned with a rich Stuff of 
the Colour of Purple, which repreſented a 
Heaven full of Stars, in the r of which 
| Nero appeared driving a Charioe. 

* Theſe Shews were followed by a magnifi- 
cent Feaſt; after which the Emperor ſung pub- 
lickly, and drove a Chariot in a green Habit 
and Cap, reſembling other Charioteers-. A 
Sight ſo extraordinary gave Tiridates a Con-

ceived Preſents of him in Recompence, eſteem»

Nero had granted him for this Purpoſe, and ſe- 
veral others whom he had engaged with Mo- 
ney. But Corbulo permitted none to embark 
with him, bur ſuch as the Emperor had aſſign- 


ed him, which encreafed the Sentiments both 
of Contempt and Eſteem, which we have al- 
ready faid he had for one and the other. He 
returned not by the Sea of Jonia and Ihyria by 
which he came, but by the Paſſage that 77 70 
rates Brundufium from Dirrbachium He aw 
in his Way the fineſt and ſtrongeſt Cities of 
Alia, which made him admire the Power of the 
Empire. When he returned into his own

The Account given by * Suetonius of the 
Reception of the Parthian Prince is much 
ſhorter, but expreſſive. Amongſt the Number 
of Shews, ſays he, exhibited by Nero, we 
may place, and not improperly, the Entrance 
of Tiridates King of Armenia into the City. 
The Day deſigned for the Solemnity was put 
off by. publick Edict, by reaſon of ill Weas 
ther, for ſome time; but at length it proving 
fair, the Emperor's Guards were placed about 
the Temples in the Forum in cheit 
he appeared fitting upon a Throne of Ivo be- 
fore the Roſtra in his triumphal Habit, in the 
midſt of his military Enſigns and Banners. In 
this Pomp and Formality Te received Tiridates, 
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| who threw himſelf immediately at his Feet, 
but he took him up with his right Hand and 


kiſſed him; after which, having taken off his 


Tiara, he put the Diadem upon his Head, and 


a Perſon which had been Prætor being appoint- 


ed to interpret, he pronounced aloud to the 
People whatever Tiridates ſaid : After which 
the Emperor brought him into the Theatre, 
where Tiridates having made new Complements 
of Submiſſion and Humility, he took him and 
placed him on his right fide next himſelf; Up- 
on which he was ſaluted Emperor; and having 


cauſed a Crown of Laurel to be carried into 


the Capitol, he ſhur up the Temple of Janus 
as a Token of univerſal Peace and Tranquillity.

It is almoſt incredible, ſays he, and yet it is 
true, the Emperor Nero allowed Tiridates twens 
ty thouſand Crowns a Day whilft he continued 
in Rome, and at his Departure he made him a

Tragedies. Nero ſoon after was ſlain, havi 

had in his Diſtreſs ſome Thoughts of flying for 
Protection to the Parthian King. ; 

The State of Armenia being thus compoled, 
VHoluogeſes took the Advantage of the civil Wars 
that followed in the Roman Empire by the 
Death of Nero, and led his Army over the Eu- 


phrates, but was repelled by Licinius Mucianus - 


the Preſident of Syria at the Head of four Le- 
gions. The Succeſſor of Nero was Galba, who 
was flain after a ſhort Reign of ſeven Months. 
Otho had the Sovereignty for three Months, 
and ſtabb'd himſelf; and then the Conteſt for 
the Empire of the World was carried on be- 
tween Vitellius and Veſpaſian. The latter be- 
ing ſaluted Emperor by the Legions in Syria, 
he ſent Embaſſadors to the Parthian and Ar- 
menian Kings, that they would obſerve the 
Peace, and not offer to inſult the Empire, now 
the Legions were employed in the civil Wars. 
J. A5 ſent Embaſſadors, who found him at 
Alexandria, and in their Maſter's Name offered 
him the Aſſiſtance of forty thouſand Horſe, | 
which Veſpaſian, after many Compliments and 
Acknowledgments, refuſed, and referred the 
Embaſſadors to the Roman Senate to confirm 
the Peace. When they came to Rome the Al- 
liance was renewed and, ſays Suetonius, they 
bad it in Commiſſion from the Parthian King, 
to preſs, above all Things, that the Memory 
of Nero might be made venerable to Poſterity. 
In ſhort (as he goes on) when I was a Youth, 
a Perſon, whoſe Condition and Quality was un-

known, having the Confidence to ſay he was 
| Nero, his very Name was fo grateful to the 
Parthians, that they eſpouſed ' his Pretences, 
aſſiſted him vigorouſly, and put the Senate'ro 
no ſmall Trouble, before they delivered him up 
to be puniſhed nn gn 8 

The City of Jeruſalem being taken by Titus 
the Son of Veſpaſian, he came to Antioch; but 


making no long ſtay there, went to the City 
Zeugma upon the Euphrates, where he was at⸗ 


tended by an Embaſly from Yologeſes the Par- 
thian King, with a Compliment of a golden 
Crown, upon his Conqueſts over the Jews. 


Titus accepted the Preſent, treated the Embaſ- 
ſadors with great Magnificence, and then re- 


turned to Antioch.

55 73 came to the Empire, relates a moſt 


Calamity that fell upon Antiochus the King 
of Comagena, in which the Parthian King be- 
ing concerned, it muſt not be omitted in this 


Place. Cæſennius Pætus was then Governor of 
Hria in the room of Mucianus, and upon ſome 


Intelligence, he ſent Word to Veſpaſian, that 
Antiochus and his Son Epiphanes were reſolved 
to go offf from the Romans, and that they had 


already treated about it with the King of Par- 
thiaInſiſting alſo upon the Neceſſity of pre- 
venting the Miſchief by ſtriking the firſt Blow, 


for otherwiſe it might be enough to ſet the 
Empire'into a Flame. Whether this proceed- 

ed from Truth or Malice is difficult to deter-

mine; but whatever might be the Cauſe, Ceſar 


could not in Prudence neglect the Advice, ei- 


ther in reſpect of the Neighbourhood of thoſe 


two, Kings, which made the Caſe ftill more 
dangerous, or in regard that Samoſata being the 
capital City of Comagena, and bordering upon 
the Euphrates, the Parthians might pafs and 
repaſs at Pleaſure, and ſecure hem elves at 
Hand of a fate Retreat, ny 


» Yeſpafian was ſo poſſeſſed with the Credit 


of the Story, that he left Cæſennius to his own 
Diſcretion, and with a Commiſſion to manage 
as he thought fit for the Benefit of the Em- 


pire. The Governor loſt no time in making 


the beſt of his Deputation, for he fell immedi- 


ately into Comagena with the ſixth Legion, and 
ſome Companies and Squadrons of Foot and 
.. _ Horſe, with Arifobulus the King of Chalcis, 


and Sobemus the King of Emeſa to ſecond him. 
Antiochus and his People being under no Ap- 
rehenſions of ſuch an Attempt, he entered 
he "py luv any Oppoſition, the Co- 
magenians being in no Condition te encounter 


him: And the News of this Incurſion was a 


moſt unaccountable Surpriſe to Antiochus, who 
had never entertained the leaſt Thought of a 
Miſunderſtanding with the Romans. The Re- 
folution he took in this Difficulty was to leave 
the Kingdom juſt as it ſtood at that inſtant, and 
to take his Wife and Children along with him, 
as an Inſtance of his good Faith toward the 
Empire, and likewiſe as a pregnant Proof of 
his. Innocence. Hereupon he withdrew about 
2 hundred and thirty Furlongs from the City, 


8 and encamped upon a Plain. Cæſennius in the

mean time ſends Soldiers to take Poſſeſſion of 
Samoſata, and to keep Gariſon there, whilſt he 
himſelf with other Troops marches after An- 
tiochus. But all this Violence and Injuſtice 
were not ſufficient yet to provoke the King to 
any unfriendly Act againſt the Romans, or to 
do any thing more than to lament his hard For- 
tune, and to bear all Things with Patience. 
But his Sons, it ſeems, Epiphanes and Callini- 
cus, that were youthful, martial and brave, 
could not in Honour but betake themſelves to 
their Arms; ſo that drawing out what Strength 

they were able to make they gave the Romans 
Battel, fought it out all Day, and in the end 

ſhewed a Conduct anſwerable to their Valour, 
for they: came off with very little Loſs. 
' 2 'The Fortune of this Day was favourable 
to Antiochus, but all was too little to put a 
Stop to the Retreat he had reſolved upon, for 
he took his Wife and Daughters away with 
him into Cilicia. And this ſcrupulous Integrity 
of his went ſo far, that his Soldiers were quite 
_ diſpiritedz for what could they hope for, they 

lid, when the King himſelf deſpaired, ſo they 
deſerted their Prince in that Diſtraction, and 
went over to the Romans. All that Epiphanes 
and his Brother had now to do was to ſave 
themſelves before it was too late; and ſo with 
eight Horſemen more they paſſed the Euphrates 
22 they were now ſecure) in their Way to 
Dologeſes the King of Parthia. This generous 

Prince upon their Arrival did not treat them 
like Fugitiyes, but with that Royal State and 
Reſpect that became their Birth and Quality. 
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Amntochus being now come to Tarſus in Cilicia, 
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Cæſennius ſent an Officer to take him into Cu- 


| ſtody, and carry him bound to Rome. But 
Veſpaſian was too generous to treat a crowned 
Head at that rate, and choſe rather to ſhew 


a Reſpect to the Memory of an antient Friend - 
ſhip, than to revenge himſelf for a ſuppoſed 
Injury; wherefore he ordered his Chains to be 
taken off upon the Way, his Journey to Rome 


reſpited, and himſelf to make ſome Stay at 
Lacedemon, where Yeſpafian furniſhed him 
; Proviſions ſuitable ro the Dignity of a Royal 


. This honourable Way of proceeding to- 


ward Antiochus, did not only deliver the Bro- 
thers from the Dread and Anxiety they were 
in for fear of their Father, but put them in 
Hopes even of a Reconciliation with Cæſar him- 


ſelf, eſpecially upon the Interceſſion of Yologeſes, 
that they might be permitted to go to Rome, 


and Cæſar to give Way to itz for though they 


were very eaſy as it was under the Protection 


of the Parthian King, yet they had no mind 
to live without the. Pale of the Empire: In 


ſhort, they came to Rome, and their Father 
was brought thither ſoon after, where they 


were all three entertained with high Demon- 
ſtrations of Affection and Eſteem, b Dio 


takes Notice of theſe Tranſactions; adding, 


that when Vologeſes undertook to mediate for 


the two young Princes at the Court of Rome, 
tinctured deeply with the Pride of his Family, 
he wrote in this Stile; Arſaces the King of 


Kings to Flavius Veſpaſian; the Emperor with- 


out reſenting the Affront, omitted all his Im- 


perial "Titles, and directed his Anſwer; Fla - 


vius Veſpaſian 70 Arſaces the King of Kings.

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Ar this time, ſays Joſephus, the People En. An- 
known now by the Name of Alanes, formerly e.

called Srythians, inhabiting near the River Ta- 
zais, and the Lake of Maæotis, joined in a 
Confederacy with the King of Hircania to 
break into Media, and lay waſte the Country; 


this King being Maſter of the only Paſſage into 


that Country, which they ſay Alexander ſo or- 
dered, as to have it ſhut up with Iron Gates. 
This Paſs being now laid open, they poſſeſſed 
themſelves of the Place, without either Suſpi- 
cion or Reſiſtance, and carried off a Booty in 
Goods and Cattle, to a mighty Value. This 
Inroad put Pacorus the Median King into ſuch 
a Fright, that he left his Kingdom at their 
Mercy, and flying for his own Safety into 
Crags and ſtrong Holds, he obtained at laſt to 
A and Concubines for a hun- 


preſſed forward, ſpoiling and making Havoc 
all the Way they went, without the leaſt Re- 
ſiſtance, up to the Borders of Armenia, Tiri- 
dates the Parthian being King. This Prince 
advanced up to them with all his Forces, and 
fought them, but had great Difficulty to eſ- 


cape being taken alive in the Battel; for the 


Enemy had thrown the Nooſe of a Halter over 
his Head in the Action, and had drawn him 
off, if he had not in the very inſtant cut the 

Rope with his Sword, and got away. The 


Succeſs of this Engagement made theſe Barbari- 


ans more bloody and inſolent than they were 


before, and encouraged them to attack the 


Provinces ſubject to the Parthian King. Vo- 
ogeſes Was alarmed at theſe Incurſions, and diſ-

ſtruſting the Power of his own Kingdom to 
repel theſe Invaders, he applied for Succours to 
the Roman Emperor, and deſired one of the 
Sons of Yeſpafian to command them. Do- 
mitian his youngeſt Son uſed all the Arr and 
Means he could invent to obtain that Employ- 
ment; but, as Dio relates, Veſpaßan denied 
abſolutely to aſſiſt him, and ſent him Word he 
would not interpoſe in Matters he was not con- 
cerned in: Theſe Scythians having depopulated 
all wherever they came, without any other Ad- 
vantage, returned Home laden with Booty into 
tron Garry oo oo End 
Vologeſes reſenting the Anſwer he received 
from Rome, reſolves to' break the Alliance, and 
enters Syria with an Army, but without Suc- 
ceſs, it is ſuppoſed; for Aurelius Victor relates, 
that Vologeſes the Parthian was compelled to 
make Peace with the Romans. > The remain- 
ing part of the Life of this Prince ſeems to 
have been free from foreign and domeſtick 
Wars, fo that he had Leifure now to conſult 
the Buſineſs of Peace, and provide for the Or- 
nament of his Empire; and for that Purpoſe he 
built a City in the Neighbourhood of Babylon, 
and called it after his own Name Yologe/ocerta. 
In what Year this Prince died is uncertain; He 
En. kn. left two Sons behind bim, Pacorus and ChoſFoes, 
z. 346. —— a Reign, as is ſuppoſed, of about forty

A Throne of Partbia; the Actions of 


this Prince are ſo obſcure, that the Rowan Hi- 
ſtorians have ſcarce preſerved any thing con- 


cerning him: It may only be collected from 


an Epigram in Martial, how fearful the Empe- 


ror Domitian was, leſt he ſhould give Counte- 
nance to a Perſon who pretended himſelf to be 


Nero, and by that means diſturb the Peace of 
the Empire. The Poet introduces a poor ſpung= 
ing Fellow, under the Name of Philomuſ/us, 
whoſe Buſineſs it was to tell and invent News 


in order to fill his Belly.

Had this Prince engaged in any Wars with 


the Romans,. or with the neighbouring Pro- 


vinces, ſome relation would be found in the 
Hiſtories, or in the Lives of the Emperors, fo 
that it may be concluded that he ſpent moſt of 
his Reign in Peace, rather conſulting how to 
adorn than to enlarge his Empire; for Ammia- 
nus Marcellinus records, that Cteſiphon that had 


been founded many Years before by Bardanes, 


was by this Princeenlarged and ſurrounded with 


Walls, and filled with Numbers of Inhabitants. 


The Country of O/rhoene in Meſopotamia, then 
under the Parthian Government, was ſold by 
Pacorus to one Abgarus for a great Sum of Mo- 
ney (as may be collected from Suidas) who took 


upon him the Title of a King. Dio ſeems to 


intimate, that the Parthians, under the Reign 
of this Prince, were haraſſed with Seditions 
and Wars among themſelves, wherein Pacorus 
obtained the Hatred of his Subjects; who in- 
ſtead of receiving his Son Parthamaſiris to be 
their King, upon the Death of Pacorus, they 

placed his Brother Choſroes in the Throne, af- 


ter a Reign of about ſeventeen Years. 


z Hiſt, lib, 23, lib, 68. 
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put by his Son Parthamaſiris, and 
placed the Crown upon the Head of Choſroes, 
or Hoſroes his younger Brother, who had no 
ſooner poſſeſſed himſelf of the ' Sovereignty, 
but he refolyed ro fix his Nephew inthe King- 
dom of Armenia, to prevent his making of 
Parties among the Nobility for the Recovery 
of his Right. The King of that Country Was 
Exedares the Son of Tiridates, who was now 


dead; he was the lawful Heir, and confirmed 


in the Throne by the unanimous Conſent of 
all his Subjects. Trajan the Roman Emperor 


ſeemed to approve of their Election, though 


they had neglected the Ceremony of applying 
to him e

PON the Death of Parorus the E- Au. An- 
fates of Parthia for ſome Reaſons Ac. 364- 
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Vacancy of the Throne; but when he heard 
that the Parthian King had taken upon him to 
diſpoſe of the Crown of Armenia, he reſented 
the Indignity, and reſolved to carry a War into 
His Country. Upon this Occaſion the Empe- 
ror Julian in his Ce/ars introduces Trajan, de- 
livefing himſelf thus. I bad no Deſign of at- 
tacking the Parthians if they had not offended my 
imperial Dignity, by offering to invade the King- 
dom of Armenia; nor could my advanced Tears, 
that ought to have excuſed me from the Fatigues 
of War, divert me from this Deſign. POTS. 
d Choſroes in the mean time invades Armenia 
with Succeſs ; and expelling Exedares out of 
Armenia the Greater, and Maniſſarus a petty 
Prince, who, during the civil Wars among the 
Parthians, had ſeized upon Armenia the Leſs, 
he had no other Enemy to encounter, and 
ſeizing the whole Kingdom for rhe Uſe of his 
_ Nephew Parthamaſiris, he had him crowned 
King. © Trajan having Intelligence of this 
Revolution reſolved upon his Parthian Expe- 
dition; under pretence, ſays Xiphilin, that the 
King of Armenia, inftead of receiving the 
Crown from his Hand, had received it from 
the Parthians, but he had indeed no other Mo- 
tive than that of Ambition. 
A4 When the Emperor had advanced as far as 
Athens upon this Expedition, the Embaſſadors 
of Choſroes the Parthian King met him, who 
ſent to deſire a Peace with him, and brought 
Preſents to give him from their Maſter; for 
when Choſroes had received Advice of the Pre- 
parations of Trajan, and found that he was re-

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ſolved to ſecond his Words with good Blows, 
the Fear that he was in obliged him to be more

Crown of Armenia at his Hands, in the Behalf 
of Parthamafiris his Nephew, the Son of Pa- 
corus the late King of Patthia, Exedargs hav- 
ing, as being neither agreeable to the Romans 


nor the Parihians, abdicated the Crown. Tra- 
jan refuſed to accept their Preſents, and re- 


turned no other Anſwer, than that a Man's 
Friendſhip is to be proved by Actions and not 
by Words; and that when he came into Syria, 
he ſhould do all Things that were convenient: 
Perſiſting in which Opinion he took his Way 
through the Leſſer Afa, Cilicia, and the reſt 


of the Provinces, and ſo came to the City of 


Seleucia, and from thence to Antioch in Syria.

When he was at Antioch, Abparus the Eu. Au-

nts and Compliments of Friendſhip; bur 


being equally in fear of the Romans and the 


Parthians, and deſiring to pleaſe both ſides, he 
declined for that Reaſon the waiting upon him 
in Perſon. Others of the Kings and Gover - 


nors of the Countries where he came met him, 


and brought him Preſents; among the reſt was 
a Horſe that was taught to adore kneeling upon 
his Fore-feet, and to bow his Head to the 
Ground, as Trajan ſtood before him. 

b But the Behaviour of Paribamaſiris upon 
this Conjuncture, who had taken upon him the 
Crown of Armenia, was altogether a piece ot 
Raſnneſs; firſt he wrote a Letter to Trajan, 
in which he gave himſelf the Name of

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King of Armenia; and receiving no Anſwer 
he writ another, in which he omitted that 
Name, and deſired that Marcus Junius the Go- 
vernor of Cappadocia might be ſent to him, as 
if he intended to mediate ſomething by him. 
Trajan ſent to him a Son of that Junius. In 
the mean time Trajan marched to the City of 
Samoſata in Comagena, and took it, without 
Atriking a Blow: Then he came to the City of 
Elegia in Armenia, where Paribamaſiris met 
him, and was received in this manner. 1 
! Trajan ſate as in a Council of War in the 
Camp : After Parthamaſiris had faluted him, 
he took the Crown with which he came from 
off his Head, and laid it at the Feet of Trajan, 
and ſtood ſilent, expecting when Trajan would 
reſtore to him his Crown again. The Soldi- 
ers ſeeing this ſet up an Huzza, and ſaluted 
Trajan by the Name of Imperator, as is uſual 
after a Victory; for they cried, This was a Vic- 
tory without a Battel ; an unbloody Victory, to 
fee a King of the Houſe of the Arſacidæ, the 
Son of Pacorus, and the Nephew of Choſroes 
King of Parthia and before Trajan lize a Cap- 
tive, without a Crown.  Parthamaſiris amazed 
at the Noiſe, and thinking that it was deſigned 
as an Affront to him, if not to deſtroy. him, 
turned himſelf about in a Paſſion to be gone 

but being ſo well ſurrounded that he could not, 
he deſired not to be obliged to ſpeak what he 
had to ſay in that Croud: So he was taken into 
the Emperor's Tent, to whom there he offered 

the Propoſitions he had to make; but Trajan 
| was not pleaſed to conſent to them: Then he 
threw himſelf in a Paſſion out of the Tent,

and was retiring through the Camp, when 
Trajan ſent for him back again; and aſcending 


the Tribunal, he deſired him to ſpeak what he 


had to ſay publickly in the hearing of the 
Company; becauſe Perſons, who were 1gno- 
rant of what had pafſed between them in pri- 
vate, ſhould not ſuggeſt falſe Accounts of it, 
and miſrepreſent it to the World. Hearing 


this, Parthamajiris could not contain himſelf = 


any longer, but with great Courage, among 


other Things, ſaid, that he had neither been 
conquered nor taken Priſoner : he came thither 


voluntarily, in Confidence that no Injury would 
have been offered to him, and that he ſhould 


receive his Kingdom from Trajan, as Tiridates\ 


did from Nero. Trajan anſwered him what 
he thought proper; and. withal told him that 
Armenia ſhould be No-body's Kingdom, it 


| belonged to the Romans, and ſhould receive a 


Roman Governor: As for himſelf he gave him 
Liberty to go where he pleaſed ; ſo he ſent 
Parthamaſiris, together with the Parthians that 
came with him, under a Guard, that he ſhould 
ſpeak with no one, nor attempt any Novelties; 


but all the 4rmenians that came with him he 


ordered to abide in their proper Dwellings, as 
i his own.

The Emperor having placed proper Gari- 
ſons marched to Ezzfa the Capital of Oſtboene, 
where he was met by Abgarus the King, who 


in an humble manner asking Pardon for not 
waiting upon him in Perſon before, was res, 


ceived into his Friendſhip; then coming into 
Meſopotamia, he there received a Decree of 
the Senate, who in honour of his Succeſſes had

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| beſtowed upon him the Title of Optimus, or 
the Beſ# of Princes; among other Conqueſts he

took the Cities of Niſibis and Echatana from 
the Parthians, upon which he was ſaluted 


Conqueror of the Parthians by the Army; bur 
this Title (fays the Hiſtorian) which only re- 


commended his military Virtue, was leis valu- 


able to him than that of Optimus, which denot- 


ed the Sweetneſs of his Nature, and the Purity 
of his Manners. Winter was now approach- 


ing, and the Emperor returned to Antioch. 
In the beginning of the Spring Trajan 
entered into the Parihian Territories; and be- 
cauſe the Country which is about the Tigris 


N produces no Wood that is proper for building 


Veſſels, he conveyed ſome on Carriages, which 
he had made in the Foreſts near Niſibis. The 
Boats were all brought from thence to the 


River upon Land Carriages, being built in that 


manner that they were to be taken aſunder, 


and joined together into a Bridge at Pleaſure. 


This was done, and the Boats were laid over 


the Tigris at the Foot of the Mountain Car- 
Aynus, not without the great Annoyance of the 


Enemy on the other ſide, who were poſted to 


oppoſe it. To give the Parthians a Diverſion, 


whilſt the Bridge was fitting with all Speed, 


as Trajan had Men and Boats in plenty; he 


armed ſome Veſſels with Archers and other 
Soldiers, and detached them againſt the Barba- 


rians. Others he ordered to be moving up and 


down as it were to try Land in other Places, 


which ſo diſtracted the Barbarians, and eſpeci- 


ally they were ſo ſurprized to ſee ſuch a Num- 
ber of Shipping got together in a Country de-

| | ſtitute 
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ſtitute of Wood, that they gave Way, and the 
Roman Army paſſed the River. They had no 
ſooner reached the other fide but they made 
themſelves Maſters of Adiabena, and boldly ad- 
vancing forward, they took the Towns of 
Gaugamela and Arbela, where Alexander over- 
threw Darius; and as the Forces of the Par- 
thiant had been diminiſhed by their civil Wars, 
and ſtill they were quarrelling among them- 
ſelves, there was ſuch a Scarcity of the Enemy 
to make Oppoſition, that the Roman Army ad- 
vancet wp to Barns.” i ona 
Here Trajan had a Deſign to make a Cut 
for the River Euphrates, upon which that City 
ſtands to fall into the Tigris, that paſſing his 
Veſſels by that Cut out of the firſt into the 
other River, he might convey his Boats thi- 
ther, of which he would have made a Bridge; 
but he quitted his Reſolution, when he came 
to underſtand that the Euphrates was higher 
than the Tigris, and that there was Danger of 
its growing dry, by making ſo great a Deſcent 
of its Water as would be neceſſary: So he 
mounted his Veſſels upon Land-carriages, and 
brought them to the Tigris over the little 
Streight of Land which lies between the two 
Rivers : He paſled his Army, and advancing to 
the City of Cteſiphon, he took it from the Par- 
 thians. By this Succeſs he was again faluted 
Imperator, and received the Title of Parthicus - 
He received beſides ſeveral Honours from the 
Senate, and amongſt the reſt that of a Tri- 
umph, atrended with Feaſts. and publick Re- 
joicings, which might continue as long as he 
thought fit. The particular of theſe Wars 
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and Conqueſts are not recorded in any Hiſtories = 


now extant, nor in what manner Chofroes and 
his Parthian Forces oppoſed the Enterpriſes of 
the Roman Army; it is certain he was dri- 
ven qut of the greateſt part of his Dominions, 
and retired for Safety to the utmoſt Borders af

Ocean, but in his Abſence all his Conqueſts 
were changed and revolted. He was on Board 


when he received News of this Defection; 
and to reduce Things into order, he diſpatched 
two of. his Commanders, Lucius and Maximus, 
with powerful Armies. Theſe in the begin- 
ning had ill Succeſs, for Maximus in a Battel 


againſt the Parthians was overthrown and ſlain- 


But Lucius afterward W and relieving 


his Army, obtained ſeveral Victories. over the 


Enemy, and recovered the City of Niſibis in 
Meſopotamia, and others which had reyolted, 


doing the like to the City Edeſſa in the ſame 


Province, which for ſome particular Crimes he 
laid in Aſhes. And while Lucius was thus em- 


ployed, Exricius and Clarus, two other Roman 


Commanders, ſucceſsfully proceeded againſt 
others, who had likewiſe revolted, from whom 
they took the City of Seleucia upon the Tigris, 
and other Cities, Which the Parthians had re- 
covered in thoſe Parts. The Emperor finding 
himſelf wearied out with Age and Labour, and 
judging it impoſſible for one Man rightly to 


govern {o vaſt an Empire as that of Rome, eſ- 


pecially thoſe Provinces taken from the Par- 


thians, he reſolved to ſettle a King in Parthia 
of his own chuſing, that ſhould be a Vaſlal to

the Roman Empire, reſerving to the Emperor 
the ſupreme Juriſdiction and Sovereignty. For 
this Purpoſe, when he came to Cteſiphon he 
aſſembled all the Romans and the Parthians that 
were there into a large Plain, and raiſing him+ 
ſelf upon a Throne, and glorying-in the great 
Actions he had done, he appointed Partha- 
maſpates the Son of Exedares the Armenian 
King, to be King of the Parthians, and put 
the Crown upon his Head. The Emperor 
ſoon after died, having committed to Pablius 
Alius Hadrian, who ſucceeded him, the Com- 
mand of the Army in Hria. And now, as 
Dio obſerves, all the Pains that had been ta- 
ken, and all the Dangers that had been run by 

the Romans in eg en of Armenia, the 

e, part of Meſopotamia, and the Partbiaus, 
became in vain; for the Parthians turned out 
their new King Parthamaſpates appointed by 
Trajan, and returned under the Government of 

their own Laws. EE oa 
b Hadrian having

quered, reaſſumed their former Courage, and 
began to revolt. Theſe Inſurrections Adrian 
might with no Difficulty have pacified and ſup - 
preſſed by the Force and Power of his Arms, 
and wanted neither Courage nor Forces to ef. 
fect it; but the principal Care of this Emperor 
was to preſerve the antient Limits of the Em- 
pire entire, without any ambitious Proſpects of 
farther Conqueſts; therefore in the beginning 
of his Reign he abandoned Partbhia, and other 
Provinces of the Eaſt beyond the Eupbrates, 
which Trajan had conquered, judging that Par-

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thia; Media, Meſopotamia, and the reſt of thoſe 
diftant Provinces would be of greater Inconve- 
nience to the Roman Empire than Advantage; 
and for the better Safety and Security of other 


Places, he made Eupbrates the Barrier and Boun- 


dary in thoſe Parts, and placed his Legions 


upon the Banks of that River. Some are of 
Opinion he did this out of a ſecret Envy and 
tacit Detraction of Trajan's Glory and Reputa- 


tion; though others more juſtly commend it 


as a politick and prudent Action, and for the 
real Good of the Empire. This he ſaid he did 
by the Example of Cato, who pronounced the 


Macedonians a free People, becauſe they would 


not be kept in Subjection; and as he had ob- 


ſerved that Parthamaſpates the King of Paribia 


was of no great Conſideration among that Peo- 


ple, he removed him from thence, and gave him 
the Kingdom of Armenia. This Action con- 
firmed the Emperor b Hadrian in the Affections 


of the Parthians, ſo that all Hoſtilities ceaſed,

Empires. The Affairs of the Eaſt thus ſettled 
Hadrian returns to Rome; where, beſides the

Upon his Acceſſion he was diſturb- 
ed by Pharaſmanes the King of the Hiberi, who 
ſtirred up the Alanes, called otherwiſe Maſſa- 
getes, to invade the Provinces ſubject to the 
Parthian Empire. Theſe People, intent upon 
Plunder, made great Ravages in Media, Arme- 
nia, and Cappadocia, and threatning the Nati- 
ons around them with Fire and Sword, Volo- 


geſes was forced to preſerve his Dominions by 


making them large Preſents, which yet would 
have been of ſmall Effect, if Flavius Arianus

them with the Roman Arms, and obliged them 

to return -Home. Vologeſes immediately ſent 

Embaſſadors to Rome to complain of the Hi. 

berian King, for drawing down theſe Barbari- 
ans upon his Territories; and Pharaſmanes and 
his Queen ſoon followed them to anſwer the 

Charge, and to lay the Matter before the Se- 
nate. They referred the Cauſe to Hadrian the 

Emperor, who inſtead of favouring the Par- 
thian in this Negotiation, acquitted Pharaſ- 
manes; and among other Honours beſtowed 
upon him, he permitted him and his Queen to 

ſacrifice in the Capitol. e 

About this time died Hadrian, and was ſuc- 
ceeded in the Empire by Antoninus Pius; the 
Parthian King ſent his Embaſſadors to Nome 
with his Congratulations, and with a Golden 
Crown, as a Preſent to the new Emperor; and 
gave them in Commiſſion to demand the Golden 
Chair of State, that was carried away in the 
Reign of Choſroes, which Hadrian promiſed to 
reſtore; but this Requeſt was without Succeſs. 
Parthamaſpates the Armenian King now died, 
and was ſucceeded by Achæmenides his Son, who 

to procure the Favour of the Romans, did not, 
though himſelf was of the Arſacian Line, ap- 
ply to Yologeſes for his Inveſtiture, but choſe 
rather to receive his Diadem from Antoninus the 
Emperor. For this Purpoſe he ſent Embaſſa- 
dors to Rome, to ſupplicate for the Crown of 
Armenia; the Emperor willingly received the 

Honour of ſuch an Application, and declared

Daphne in the greateſt Pleaſure, whilſt his Ge- 
nerals carried on the Parthian War, in which 
they had the Victory over the Enemy. This 
Succels was obtained by Lucius $1atius. Priſcus, 
who entering Armenia with the Legions, de- 
feated Hoſroes the Parthian General, and took 
and plundered Artauata the capital City. Up- 
on theſe Victories both the Emperors were pre- 
ſented with the Title of Conquerors of the Ar- 
menians, which Marcus, in Modeſty, firſt re- 
fuſed, but afterwards accepted. Lacian gives 
an Account ſomewhat different, that the Ro- 
mans entring Armenia, were at firſt defeated 
with great Slaughter, which Loſs was ſoon re- 
paired by continual Victories, ſo that the Par- 
thians were driven out of the Country; and 
Soemus, the King that had fled to Rome, _ 
ſent for by the Nobles, and by Yerus 

fixed upon the Throne of — 4 This 5 
mus had been admitted into the Roman Senate, 
and was afterwards Conſul. 

The Advantages obtained by the Romans i in 
Armenia, inſtead of humbling the Spirit of the 
Parthian, enraged him the more; ſo that re- 
eruiting his broken Forces againſt the next 
Spring, he made an Inroad into Syria, the Peo- 
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ple of thar Country being ready for x Rerok. 
But Avidias Caſſius, who governed that Pro- 
vince by the Appointment of Yerus, bravely, 
ſays the Hiftoriati, withſtood ' the, Shocks of 
_ Yiloge/es, prefied upon him when he ſaw him 
forſaken by his Allies, purſued him as far as 
Seleucia and Cte/iphoh, ſer fire to tlie firſt of 
thoſe two Cities, and deſtroyed the Rigs 
'Palace in the ſecond. Upon this Succeſs rhe 
two Emperors were preſented with the Title 
of Conquerors of the Parthians, which was at 
firſt retuſed by Marcus, but was afterwards ac- 
cepted. Caſſius puſhed on his ViEtories, and 
drove the Parthian King beyond the Euphrates. 
Here he was met by the Emperor Verus, who 
lay with his Legions on the Banks of the Ri- 
ver, while Caſſius entered Meſopotamia, and 
plundered the Country: Oſboes the Parthian 
General attempted to ſtop his Conqueſts, and 
was routed, and with great Diffieulty made 
his Eſcape over the Tigris. At the ſame time 
Martius Verus, another of the Emperor Yerus's 
Lieutenants, made an Incurſion into Media, 
and overrun the Country; from whence he 
obtained the Name of Medicus. b The ſame 
Fortune attended Caſſus im all this Expedition: 
He took the City of Babylon and plundered it; 
and one of his Soldiers finding a Golden Coffer 
in the Temple of Apollo opened it, and out of 
it proceeded ſuch a peſtilential Stench, as ſpread 
itſelf from thence into Parihia, and fo over the 
World. Caſſus, notwithſtanding his Victories, 
loſt a great Number of his Men by Famine and 
Sickneſs, and returned with his Army into 
Syria.

tion, and they never found Relief by the Go- 
vernment of a Stranger. Yologeſes enjoyed a 
long State of Peace after his Return; and be- 


ing made wiſer by the Miſeries he had ſuffered, |

Life; though Authors, ſcarce make the leaſt 
mention of him after his Reſtoration, which 
is the leſs to be admired, ſince there is no 
Writer extant that has profeſſedly treated of 
the Parthian Hiſtory, and the Memoirs that 
are collected are ſcattered with great Obſcurity 
in the Hiſtories of other Nations. | 5 
»The Romans were ſo employed at Home 
with inteſtine Troubles, that they had no time 
to proſecute foreign Wars; for Avidius Caſſius, 
who had ſo remarkably humbled the Parthian 
Pride under the Emperor Yeras, ſet up himſelf 
in the Eaſt to be Emperor. Marcus Anto- 
ninus marched into Syria to ſuppreſs the Uſurper, 
but in his Way he was preſented with the 


Head of Caſſius, who was killed by his Army. 


The Emperor when he was in the Eaſt tranſ- 
acted, ſays Capitolinus, many Things with the 
Kings of thoſe Parts who met him, together 


with the Embaſſadors of the Perſians (that is 


of the Parthians) and he confirmed the Peace 


with them. Oroſius intimates the ſame Things;

ported by the Legions of the Provinee + He 


was eſpouſed with great Zeal by the Eaftern 


Nations, the Adiabeni particularly, and the 
Parthian King, ſincerely embraced his Intereſt; 
and the Report of his being proclaimed was 
no ſooner publickly known, but, ſays the“ Hi- 


ſtorian, all the Nations bordering upon Europe 
came in to tender him their Homage and Ser- 
vice; and Embaſſies were ſent from all ſides to 
Antioch, as to a juſt and lawful Emperor. The 
Nations alſo that inhabit beyond the Tigris and 


the Euphrates (theſe without doubt were the 
Parthians) diſpatch'd their Envoys to make the 
Congratulations uſual upon the Occafion, and 
to promiſe him their Succour and Aſſiſtance, in 
caſe his Affairs ſhould require ir.

vered for him; affirming, that as his Affairs

But thoſe 
Soldiers that he heard had paſſed the Tigris, 


and were going over to the Parthians, he en- 
deavoured to bring back by Promiſes of Pardon 


and Indemnity. However, great ; Numbe! 
went over to them, which was the-true:Rea- 


ſon why they became afterwards more able to 


engage with the Romans in a ſet Battel; for 


formerly they never wore complete Armor; 


ſeldom uſed Sword or Spear in the Fight; were 
lightly and looſly habited, and fought with 

Bows and Arrows on Horſeback, and moſt 
commonly in their Flight ſhooting back upon 


the Enemy that purſued them. But now they 


were inſtructed by theſe Roman Refugees, a- 
mong whom there were a great many Artizans, 
who choſe to ſpend the Remainder of their 
Days amongſt them, not only to uſe Arms, but

Severus, elated with this Succeſs, reſolved 
to take full Revenge upon the Nations that 
had aſſiſted Niger, particularly by the Oſehoeni, 
the Adialeni, and the Arabians; for this Pur- 
poſe he paſſed the Euphrates with his victorious 
Army. Here, ſays the b -Hiſtorian, he found 
a Country ſo extremely parched with the Heat

. peared at length, and Severus, no leſs aſtomiſhed 
than before, called for a Cup and drank, in 
fight 'of the whole Army, which afterwards, 
by drinking, recovered its Spirits. Severus 
marching to Niſibis, a City in Meſopotamia,” 
continued there, and ſent Lateruus, Candidus, 
and Letus, three of his Generals, into the 
Countries of the Enemies, who over- ran them 
with Fire and Sword, and deſtroyed their Ci- 
ties. The happy Succeſs of this Expedition 
made the Emperor ſo extravagantly vain, that be 
concluded his Conduct and Valour were not to 
be equalled by all the Prinees in the World. The 
— of the Eaſt being ſettled by theſe Vie- 
tories, the Emperor intended to have made a 
Deſcent upon Purtbia, and the Territories of 
the Atrenians, who had declared for Niger; 
however, he relinquiſhed his Deſign for the | 
preſent, and began firft to conſider how he 
mould beſt difpoſe the unſertled State of the 
Roman Empire. b He returned to Rome, and 
upon the Account of his Victories he was of- 
fered the Honour of a Triumph; and had the 
Title given him of being Conqueror of the Ara- 
bians, Adiabenians and Parthians; but the Pri- 
umph he refuſed, left it ſhould be pretended 
he triumphed for a Victory, gained as it were 
over his own Subjects; and he refuſed the Stile 
of Conqueror of the Parthians, that he might

Severus marched on to Niſibis, and the 
Parthians, ſays © Dio, who lived under the Go- 
vernment of YoJogeſes, whoſe Brother was with

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» The next Attempt of Severus was to take 
full Satisfaction upon the Atrenians and the 
Armenians for ſupporting the Intereſt of Niger; 

and being on the Frontiers of Armenia, he was 
about to ravage that Country, but was pre- 
vented by Yologeſes the Son of Sanatruces, who 
voluntarily ſent Hoſtages, with Money and 
other rich Preſents to him, and entreated him 
to eſtabliſh a Friendſhip and good Underſtand- 
ing between them. The Account given by 
b Dio is ſomewhat different: He ſays, that Vo- 
Jogeſes the Armenian King drew out his Army 
to oppoſe Severus, but before they came to an 
gagement, he ſued for Peace, and obrained 
it ; and the Emperor upon that Account con- 
firmed him in the Poſſeſſion of a part of the 
Kingdom of Armenia; but the Country of 
Sophene he reſerved for Tiridates, who was with 
him, and whoſe Father had deſerved ſo well of 
the Romans. V 
e Severus finding all things ſucceed according 
to his Wiſhes in Armenia, marched his Forces 
towards the Country of the Atrenians; and 
here his Army was enforced by Algarus King 
of the Oſrhoeni, who delivered up his Children 
by way of Hoſtage for their Father's Fidelity, 
and joined him with a conſiderable Number of 
Archers: He ſate down before the City of 
Airæ, but he was glad to draw off his Army 
before it was totally defeated, without effecting 
what he purpoſed. The Iſſue of this Attempt 
coming ſo far ſhort of his Expectation gave 
him great Regret: Not to vanquiſh was in ef- 
fect to be overcome to him, who had always 
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Gale of Fortune, which ſoon after happened, 


eaſily blew this Damp off his Spirits, and made 
this Expedition ſo far from being fruiglels;- that 
it crowned him with greater Succefles than he 
at firſt expected; for putting to Sea with his 

whole Army, compoſing a ſtrong naval Force, 
he was driven from the Roman, and forced 


upon the Coaſt of Parthia, but a few Days 
Journey from Cteſiphon, where the King keeps 


his Court. At this time he lived in perfect 


Tranquillity, undiſturbed by War, or the Fears 
of it, not imagining that Severus's Expedition 


againſt the Atreni did any ways concern him, 

nor apprehending any Attempt to be made up- 5 
on him in this Juncture. But Severus, being 
thus driven by Streſs of Weather upon bis 


Coaſts, landed his Men, and ravaged the Coun- 
try, carrying off all the Cattle he met with, 
that he might be ſecure of Proviſions; and 
burning the Villages that fell in his Way, he 
advanced into the Country till he reached the 
City Cteſiphon, where the great HFologeſes (falſly 


called Ariabanus by Herodian) held his Reſi- 


dence ; and falling by Surpriſe upon the bar- 


barous People, who were unprepared, killed all 


the Men they found, and made the Women 
and Children Priſoners, the King only eſcaping 
with a few Horſemen. But the Romans pol- 
ſeſſed themſelves of his Treaſure, and Royal 
Furniture, and Ornaments, and returned with 
them to their Ships: Thus Severus atchiev'd 
his Parthian Victory, rather by good, Forture 


than Conduct. This Enterpriſe being thus 


fortunately accompliſhed, he immediately de- 
tached an Expreſs to Rome, giving an Account 
of his Succeſs, and magnifying his Exploits 


He 
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He ſet up alfo publick Pageants, whetein his 
Engagements and Victories were repreſented. 
The Senate upon this Occaſion decreed him 
all the Honours imaginable, and gave him 
Titles from the Nations which he had con- 
This Tranſaction is thus repreſented by * Dio. 
Severus, ſays he, failed upon rhe ZEnphrates, 
attended by a great Number of Veſſels, and 
took the Cities of - Seleucia and Babylon, that 
were deferted. Crefiphon he gave to be plun- 
dered by his Soldiers, who made a prodigious 
Deſtruction in it, and yet ſaved che Lives of a 
hundred thoufand Perſons, whom he led into 
Captivity; nevertheleſs, he did not preſerve this 


laaſt City, but left it as if he had reduced it only 


with a Deſign to ruin it. Soon after he left 
the Country, whoſe: Situation he was nor fufh- 
ciently acquainted with, and where he found 
nothing that was neceſſary for him. He re- 
turned by a different Way, becauſe he had con- 
ſumed all the Wood, Hay and Forage that he 
found; part of the Foot marched back 
upon the Banks of the Tigris, and the reſt went 
by Water. The Emperor, ſays b Spartian, af- 
ter his Succeſſes in Parthia returned a Conque- 
ror into Syria The Senate offered him the 
HFonour of a Triumph, which he refuſed, be- 

cauſe he could not ſit in his Chariot, being 
ſorely afflicted with the Gout. Severus had 

Taiſed three new Legions for the Partbian War, 
and gave them the Name of the Parthian Le- 
gions; two of theſe he left in Meſopotamia to 
defend the Borders from the Inroads of the Bar- 
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| ARSACES VOLOGESESII.. 
After this Expedition of Severus there is 


concerning the Parthians, or Vologeſes their 


King; there is only an Obſervation in Dio, 


from whence it may be collected, that this 
Prince died under the Reign of Antoninus Ca- 
racalla; for that Emperor took Occaſion boaſt · 
ingly to write to the Senate that Yologeſes the 


Parthian King was dead; and the Kingdom was 


torn in pieces by his Sons contending for the 
Succeſſion, which Commotions would tend to 


the Ruin of their Empire, and the great Ad- 


vantage of the Roman State. Yolegeſes after 
a Reign of about five and twenty Years died. 
He left ſeveral Sons, but Artabanus the eldeſt,

The Emperor Antoninus Caracalla was in 

Germany when he heard of theſe Commotions 

in Parthia, and thinking this a proper Oppor- 
tunity to carry a War into that Nation, he re- 
pbolved upon the Expedition; and fo marching

355 
bis Army through Hhricum, Thrace, and Ma 


cedonia, he wintered in Nicomedia. Here, ſays 
the Hiſtorian, he frequently reyiewed' his Ma- 
cedonian Phalanx, and obliged them to conſtant - 
Exerciſe. He alfo prepared two great Ma- 
chines to be made uſe of in the War againſt the 
Armenians and Parthians, and tranſported them 
by Sea into Hria. Early the next Spring he 
came to Antioch, where, contrary to the Law 
of Nations, he deceived Abgaru King of the 
O/rhoeni, and put him in Tone, though he 
came to viſit him upon the Security of a Treaty, 
as an Ally: When he had thus deprived him 
of his Liberty, it was eaſy for him to uſurp his 
Kingdom. Ar the ſame time he had Intelli- 
gence that Vologeſes, the Son of Sanatruces King 
of Armenia, had a Conteſt with his Sons; he 
wrote a very civil Letter to him, and offered 
to be Arbitrator of their Differences. Under 
this Pretence he ſeized upon him, his Wife 

and Children that were with him, as he had 

ſcrved Abgarus before, and keeping them under 

ſtrict Confinement, the King and his Sons died 

in Priſon. | But notwithſtanding theſe” Barbari- 

ties, he was not able to make himſelf Maſter of 
his Kingdom, the People chufing rather to 

take up Arms than to ſubmit to his Power. No 

Body would truſt him after ſo black a piece of 
Treachery; and he learnt, by Experience, how 

dangerous it is for an Emperor to deceive his 

Friends and Allies _ ——

He was now reſolved to puſh on the War Ea. Ax- 
againſt the Parthians ; his Pretence was, that sac. 470. 


Vologeſes, the Father of the preſent King, had 
refuſed to deliver up his Brother Tiridates (who 
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had put himſelf under the Protection of the 

Emperor Severus) and one Antiochus, whom he 
had demanded. This Antiochus was a Cilician, 
and had made Profeſſion of the Philoſophy of 
the Cynicks: He had been very ſerviceable for- 
merly to the Roman Soldiers, by the Example 
of Courage and Patience which he had ſet 
them, by rolling himſelf in the Snow before 
their Eyes, and encouraging them by this means 
to endure the Extremity of Cold. After he 


had received Rewards and Honours from Seve- 
us and Antoninus he grew vain, went over to 


Tiridates, and retired with him into Parthia. 


The Parthian King ſtruck with a Confter- 


nation at the Noiſe of the Roman March, im- 


mediately delivered up Tiridates and Antiochus 


to the Emperor, and fo for the preſent avoided 
the Misfortune that threatened him. Cara. 
calla to divert himſelf. marched into Egypt, un- 
der a Pretence of viſiting Alexandria (a City 
built by Alexander the Great, for whom he con- 


feſſed a more than ordinary Veneration) and 


conſulting the Deity of the Place; but his De- 


«thin to maſſacre the Citizens, who had 
ta 


en too much Liberty in cenſuring his Vi- 
ces. For this Purpoſe he made great Feſti- 
vities, and ſacrificed Hecatombs: Theſe So- 
lemnities drew a vaſt Company of People to-

all to pieces. After he had thus executed

Paſſion for the Princeſs Royal; the Parthian 
Was at laſt prevailed upon, and promiſed to 
give him his Daughter, and began already to 
call him his Son-in-law. The News of this 
being carried up and down, the barbarous Peo- 
= were putting all Things ready in Poſture 
or the Reception of the Romun Emperor, and 
beheld with Joy the near . of an ever- 
laſting Peace. Antoninus paſſed the Rivers 
without Oppoſition, and entered the Parthiats :

and due Obfervance of Time, to the Muſick 
of Flutes and Pipes, and other Inſtruments,

The Multitude were no ſooner drawn to- 
gether upon the Plain, but they forſook their 


Horſes, threw aſide their Bows and Quivers,

The Concourſe of People was 
very. great, and as it happened they ſtood very 
diſorderly, without the leaſt Jealouſy or Ap- 
 prehenſion, every Man preſſing forward to get

light Horſemen, that were ready to ſally out 


upon Occaſion. Thus embattled they ſupport- 


with great Firmneſs the Charge of the Bar- 


barians, who galled them extremely with the 
Multitude of their Arrows, and the long Spears 


which the Cuiraſſiers fought with from their 
Horſes and Camels: On the other hand, when- 


ever they came to cloſe Combat, the Romans 
had ſtill the better; but when they found them 
ſelves preſſed by the Enemies Horſe and Ca- 
mels, which were very numerous, they feigned 

2 Flight, and ſo decoyed the Barbarians among 
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ſharp Tron Stakes and other Enguath that were 
prepared beforchand.
